Regarding claim 1, Lee (US 6,137,525) teaches a mobile telephone integrated 
with a camera in which the display also serves as the view finder. Vazvan (WO 
96/38,762) teaches that the lens of the camera can be moved around the device. DE 
Patent 29722657 teaches a separate camera is to be attached to the mobile telephone. 
The combination of the above references fails to teach protecting the lens when the lens 
is placed on a different side than the display. 

Dependent claims 2-7 are allowable for the same reason.
